Broiled Tomatoes 

One of the simplest ways to 
cook tomatoes is to broil them. 
Wash medium sized tomatoes, 
ripe or green, and remove stem 
end. Cut tomatoes in half and 
place cut side up in shallow 
pan or broiler pan. Brush with 
melted ‘butter and sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Place under 
direct heat with top of tomatoes 
about 3 inches below flame. 
Broil until tender.

Scalloped’ tomatoes may be 
fixed by a basic rule suggested 
by the above pamphlet and 
given below, or they may be 
combined with cooked, whole- 
kernel corn, shredded cabbage, 
eggplant, crookneck squash or 
e@nions in the recipe.

A Sailor’s Life by Jan de 
Hartog. 

Ostensibly this is a book writ- 
ten for boys who have an itch to 
go to sea. It began as a message 
to a boy who asked the author 
for advice on whether or not he 
should beeome a sailor. The re- 
sult turned out to be some mes- 
sage. It also turned out t6 be 
some book. What de Hartog has 
produced is a series of wise es- 
says and charming discourses 
which any boy can understand 
and which grownups will savor 
to the full. 

Boys will get an enormous 
amount of Valuable information 
from this book. But it is the 
boys who have grown to man- 
hood who will enjoy it the most. 
It is a Baedeker to mid-20th cen- 
tury seamanship. And it is an- 
other fine piece of writing about 
the sea, oceans, strange ports, 


winds, weather, toil, trouble, 
joys, hardships, captains and 
cooks 


De Hartog was a sailor from 
his youth up through his thirties 
before he began to write. He 
must have been a seaman’s sea- 
man if the craftsmanship dis- 
played in. this book is a fair cri- 
terion. No writer could be ash- 


ly beat in cream; add remaining 
in gredients and mix well.

amed at this accomplishment. Of 
course the sea produces writers. 
Men have been shipping before 
the mast and then settling.down 
expertly to the quill for centur- 
ies. Dana, Conrad, McFee, Vil- 
jers, are some of the better 
known masters. 


This book is not creative in 
the sense of creative literature. 
It is philosophy, observation, 
anecdote, and advice. Nothing 
quite like this has been done 
for the sea in a long time; per- 
haps “Wething like it ever has 
been written. Imeany event it is 
a one-shot type of volume. De 
Hartog has said almost all there 
is to say, by way of advice, on 
“a sailor’s life.” His philosophy 
at times may be of the foc’sle 
variety, but it is solid stuff. 

When Dana wrote “Two Years 
Before the Mast” times and 
styles were different. Dana spent 
two years in the fac’sle of a sail- 
ing ship and the book he produc- 
ed took almost as long to read. 
This was the style of the 19th 
century; there was more time, 
apparently, for reading. At 
least the distractions did not dis- 
courage the publishing of long 
books. De Hartog, as a modern 
Dana, has written a book that 
“is quite as solid as Dana but his 
touch is lighter. 

Conrad, of course, wrote lit- 
erature, with the sea as the 
stage for his studies of mankind. 
MeFee came out of the engine 
room to write a long list of noy- 
els and non-fiction volumes. 
While for years he spoke as 
“the Chief” in these books of 
the age of steam, McFee's inter- 
ests expanded substantially.

After a year of 
such use they should be taken 
out of service until daughter 
production is known. With this 
informafon the best bulls can 
be put back into service for 
heavy use, and the remainder 
whose daughters failed to do 
better than average should be 


shipped to the slaughter house.. 


The present scarcity of such 
highly selected bulls in. our 
units, not only discredits the 
importance of artificial insem- 
ination,’ but also speaks convin- 
cingly of the need for sire pro- 
ving programs.

High efficiency broiler rations 
developed over the past decade 
have made it possible to pro- 
duce three to five pound chic- 
kens in 35 per cent less time 
and on 30 per cent less feed 
than was possible twenty years 
ago. This remarkable progress, 
has resulted in the replacement 
of the large roaster chicken by 
the so-called broiler chicken 
which can be produced in much 
less time and with greater feed 
efficiency.

In experiments conducted at 
Nappan a substantial improve- 
ment in growth and feed effici- 
ency was obtained by the use 
of high efficiency rations for 
roaster tyne chicken. The birds 
om the high efficiency rations 
made befter gains and attained 
better finish on less feed than 
the birds fed the conventional 
growing mash and grain ration.

Results of this work - indicate 
that with growing mash and 
grain averaging $70.00 per ton, 
and with chicken stlling at 40 
cents per pound, high cost in- 
gredients of the high efficiency 
ration could raise the price of 
the finished ration up to $100.00 
per ton and still be more eco- 
nomical than the mash and 
grain ration.

Thus 
when a super fails to make 
money on the bargains that pull 
you into the store, it must see 
to it that you also buy some 
high-profit merchandise like 
candy, jellies, spices, gourmet 
items—and all non-foods. How 
is that done? You. sell these 
things to yoursel?, 


You drift around the self- 
service super in a _ kind of 
trance. Touching, feeling, pick- 
ing up the merchandise, you 
buy on impulse—far more la- 


vishly than in a clerk-manned 
store. The average supermarket 
customer makes seven unplan- 
ned, impulse purchases for ev- 
ery three planned purchases, a 
study of shopping. habits has 
shown. 

Have you ever gone 
supermarket for a 
coffee and come out with two 
jars of olives, a new’ anchovy 
spread and a gadget ¢an-opener 
as well?

Prefer Diamonds 
To Growing Rice 


The glamour of the diamond 
fields is tempting farm workers 
from the paddy fields. The pro- 
duction of rice, Sierra Leone’s 
basic food, ni has fallen to a 
point where it must import what 
it can from Burma, Pakistan, 
and Italy. 

Illicit diamond digging, deal- 
ing, and smuggling have grown 
to alarming proportions. Offi- 
cial measures to combat them 
do not seem to have been par- 
ticularly effective. 

Poor and rich alike include 
rice in their diet in this British 
colony on the northwest coast 
of Africa. 

For the rich man it may come

to his table to be eaten with 
a chicken stew, highly peppered 
and with tomato and onion 
blended into it. 


The poor man’s meal, or 
“chop” as he calls it, will be a 
humbler version, maybe on 
Sundays only, of the same dish, 
with the fowl replaced by a 
cheaper meat bought in the 
market. 


Rice in Freetown is also 
searce because it is finding its 
way upcountry to the diamond 
areas, where unscrupulous deal- 
ers sell it at a shilling (14 cents) 
a tinful. 


In the markets, rice is meas- 
ured out in round tins made to 
hold 50 cigarettes. A tinful of 
rice costs fourpence (about four 
cents) — officially. But market 
inspectors seem to be winking 
at prices of fivepence, sixpence, 
and upwards. 


There is an official rice mill 
in Freetown where housewives 
can go to buy, if they are pre- 
pared to line up for hours, but 
even there one hears talk of 
black-market dealing. 


Upcountry there are two rice 
depots, and. more may be 
opened, 

The government is also trying 
to step up rice production by 
introducing mechanical means 
of cultivation. But the lure of 
the diamond hunt © remains 
strong. 

There is. considerable local 
feeling that an ‘iiquiry should 
be set up into the distribution 
of rice, but nothing has been 
done so far. Meanwhile, the man 
in the street has to make do 
with a tinful less rice to go 
with his Sunday pepper stew.

Good Eating— 
Good For Health 


If only there weré some truth 
in the old saying that “fish is 
brain food”, what a nation of 
quiz kids we would be! For, the 
fact of the matter is, Canadians 
are eating more fish these days. 

A connotation of ‘elegance is 
replacing the “poor man’s” label 
that used to be associated wth 
fish. and fish dishes. This is re- 
flected not only in the increased 
Canadian consumption but also 
in the seafood specialty rest- 
aurants which have sprung up 
in most large cities. 

Annual per capita consump- 
tion of fish increased four 
pounds during the period 1944- 
54, raising the rate from 9.8 to 
13.8 pounds. Moreover, the fish- 
ing industry hopes to boost this 
figure considerably over the 
next generation. 


Perhaps the most spectacular 
acceptance of a fish product is 
the over-night’ rise to promin- 
ence of fish sticks. Sales in 
Canada last year exceeded 
5,000,000 pounds and estimates 
forthe. United States for 1955 
run as high as 80,000,000. En- 
couraging from the Canadian 
point of view is the fact that a 
large part of this volume is 
represented by Canadian fish 
supplied. to U.S. processors in 
block form. 

A peculiarity of fish stieks is 
that the characteristic flavor of 
fish is so modified that the food 
appeals to people wW don’t 
ordinarily care for fish. Between 
the bread crumbs, cooking oil 
and the seasoning, it hardly 
seems to matter what fish is 
used. 


The industry believes that 
Canadians will. eat more fish 
if they are assured of a product 
of consistently superior quality 
and freshness. Hence, the at- 
tention being paid to this aspect 
of consumer requirements. 

In the early stages of fish 
marketing the most critical 
phase now is stowage time at 
sea. The Atlantic fisheries 
scientists feel that the most im- 
portant thing being done to 
raise the quality of the fish in 
retail stores is to have a higher 
percentage of better quality fish 
arrive at the fish plant. In all 
of the research board’s work the 
underlying thought has been to 
discourage holding the fish 
aboard trawlers or fishing 
schooners for any period longer 
than absolutely essential. 

Homemakers, too, should re- 
member that most fish is tastier 
when cooked as it comes from 
the water. It isn’t necessary to 
tenderize fish or to cook it in a 
slow oven to bring out the best 
in flavor, A few minutes in a 
hot oven or a quick fry in deep 
fat is the best advice ‘to follow 
in cooking fish. Its flavor is 
inherent in its freshness and 
tenderness is .natural, not in- 
duced. 

Nevertheless, the development 
of packaged frozen foods offers 
the “Dri st new opportunity 
for the ustry.. It permits 
properly frozen and Aandsomely 
packaged seafood products to en- 
joy the same economy of mass 
distribution as related frozen 
food items. Fish and chips is 
the newest dish to join such 
innovations as fish- sticks and 
fish cakes. 

To retain the quality of frozen 
fish, packaging protection must 
be provided. It must guard 
against moisture losses as well 
as the loss of vitamins and yola- 
tile flavor. It must prevent 
exposure to the air which results

When Tommy Burns Lost The Title 


Back on Dec. 26, 1908, fight- 
ing before the greatest throng 
that ever witnessed a boxing 
contest in Australia, Jack John- 
son, the heavyweight title chal- 
lenger, beat Tommy Burns, the 
champion, in such a ferocious 


and one-sided ‘battle that Sid- 


ney police had to stop the fight 
and save the champ from his 
gigantic Negro opponent. 


Thus Johnson became the first 


_Negro to wear the heavyweight 
’ crown, a giant taking his place 


among giants that preceded him 
—Sullivan, Corbett, Fitzsimmons 
and Jeffries. 

Burns’ only asset in the fight 
was his gameness, and it was 
the old story of a good little 
man being defeated by a better 
and bigger opponent. Strong- 
hearted and courageous, the 
Canadian pugilist went down 
before the superior skill, strength 
and prowess of a competitor 
who outclassed him in every 
physical respect. Out-weighed 
by twenty-five pounds and shor- 
ter by six inches than his op- 
ponent Burns was never able te 
stand cff the onslaughts of the 
Negro. Seldom did he get an 
opportunity to take the offense, - 
and when he did, Johnson's 
superior sparring ability and 
lightening-like elusiveness set 
at naught the bulldog rushes of 
the chunky Canadian. 

Johnson was the first to en- 
ter the ring accompanied by his 
seconds, Mullins, Boer 
Unholz and Bill Lang, and hic 
manager, Sam Fitzpatrick. Burns 


was accompanied by Pat 
O'Keefe, Kid Keating, Billy 
O’Donnell, Burke and — Russell, 


Both fighters received an enthu- 
siastic reception, but Burns’ was 
much louder and longer. John- 
weighed 192, Burns 16844. 


The Police Gazette’s Ringsider 
reported that “Johnson jumped 
into an early lead when he sent 
the champion sprawling after a 
few moment's sparring in the 
opening session. The blow was a 
hard left uppercut to the jaw. 
Burns went down for eight 
seconds, then rushed into a 
clinch. Johnson scored a hard 
right ewing to the head, but 
Burns retaliated with a similar 
punch to his opponent's chin. 
The champion here showed some 
clever boxing, but the Negro 
landed an effective left to the 
head as the bell sounded.” 

Tommy's Mouth Bled 

“Johnson continued his good 
work in the second period. 
Burns rushed in and promptly 
received a hard right on his 
chin. His ankle gave way, and 
he slipped to the floor. . Burns 
was on his feet in a second and 
rushed into a clinch, both men 
doing considerable infighting. 
Johnson was now forcing the 
fighting continually and drove 
the. Canadian across the ring 
under a shower of right and 
left swings. As Burns went to 
his corner, his left eye was 
nearly closed, and he was bleed- 
ing at the mouth, 

“The champion showed his 
fighting ability in the third and 
scored effectively in the clinches. 
Johnson, however, pounded the

champion’s kidneys. The big 
Negro showed by this time that 
he clearly outclassed his oppon- 
ent, and Burns’ backers were 
astounded at Johnson’s clever-~ 
nes and speed. The men were 
taunting each other almost in- 
cessantly, and it was clearly a 
grudge battle. 


“Johnson easily maintained 
his advantage in the fourth, 
out-pointing the champion with 
apparent ease. Burns again 
rushed, only to be stopped by 
a heavy right swing to the ribs. 
Both men were now talking 
wildly and many wide swings 
were uncorked. At the close, 
Burns clinched, and the bell 
found the men in a_ bear-like 
embrace. 

Burns’ rush at the opening of 
the next round availed him 
nothing, the Ringsider reported, 
though his eye and mouth were 
bleeding still more as the fifth 
closed. The sixth was unevent- 
ful, 
punches, though the blows little 
affected the Negro, and he drove 
Burns across the ring as the bell 
sounded. 

“Jonhson rushed at the open- 
ing of the seventh round,” the 
Ringsider reported, “and show-~ 
ered right and left swings on 
his opponemt. Burns appeared 
to be losing strength, but game- 
ly stuck to his task, infighting 
with fair success. In the last 
minute Burns sank to the floor 


under a succession of heavy 
punches to his ribs. He was 
groggy when he arose, and 


rushing into a clinch, lasted out 
the round, J6fifisen .remorseles- 


ly kept after the champioji) and. 


in the next round continued to 
administer the heavy -swings 
that were playing such havoc 
with Burns. The champion was 
fast weakening, but he clearly 
showed his nerve by leading 
continually, although. not suc- 
cessfully, and taking. without 
flinching the terrific punishment 
that the big Negro was inflict- 
ing. 

“Little fighting was done in 
the ninth round, both men con- 
tenting themselves with shout- 
ing insults at each other. But in 
the tenth Johnson resumed his 
battering tactics and scored fre- 
quently on the champion’s head 
and body. Burns landed several 
punches, but as his blows clear- 
ly lacked steam, the Negro only 
laughed and bored in. 

“The next round showed con- 
clusively that the bout would 
not go full time. Burns fought 
gamely - and essayed many 
swings, but all were cleverly 
blocked or sidestepped by the 
dark-skinned figure that danced 
tantalizing out of reach and jab- 
bed so cleverly in return. 

“Johnson refused to let up a 
bit and pummeled the champion 
from post to post in the twelfth 
and thirteenth. Burns. however, 

was bristling with grit and stood 
up under the punishment, 


drawing the admiration of - the 
fans. Johnson sent the Canadian 
to the floor ayain in ‘the thir- 
teenth with a hard right swing 
Burns was progey when he 
went to his corner.” 

At this . point police were 
ready to stop the fight, but 
Burns told the ref he was. all 
right and the bout was allowed 
to continue 

Then, came the fatal four- 
teenth, |“Johnson waded in to 
end the contest, and, waving his 
arms like flaifs, sent blow after 
blow to the head and body of 
the now dazed Burns. The 


champion sank to the mat on a 
heavy swing to the jaw and took 
the count of eight. Tottering to 
his feet, he staggered -into a 
clinch, clinging to the last shred 
of the title which was being 
torn from his grasp by the man 
whom he taunted for many 
months about his color and box- 
ing ability Johnsen rushed 
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the contestants swapping —

tionable way. Burns taunted 
Johnson with his color, demand~- 
ing that the Negro gain a repu- 
tation. Stil) Johnson persisted 
and followed Burns from Ame- 
rica to England and from Eng- 
land to Australia. Finally, cor- 
nered in a far-distant point of 
the earth Burns made terms the 
like of which had never figured 
in a world’s 
heavyweight battle in the past 
~~ he was to get‘$30,000 of the 
$35,000 purse, regardless of the 
outcome of the battle. 

The Negro agreed that since 


Burns was the champion, his 
terms’ must be met. And so 
Johnson gave way, claiming 


that the outcome would prove 
his superiority, and his reward 
would follow, even though 
i was to receive more than 
three-quarters of the purse. 
So Johnson was vindicated, 
and even Burns concealed that 
he had met a better man. He 
said after the battle: “I did the 
best I could. I fought hard, but 
Johnson was too big. for me, and 
his reach and defense was such 
that I could not penetrate it and 
strike a. vulnerable point.” 
Burns was really pitiful 
sight. Both eyes we lacken-~ 
ed, his nose and lips were swol- 
len to almost twice their normal 
size, and he was stiff and sore in 
almost every part of his body.

While Johnson got but $5,000 


and return. transportation to 
America of self and manager, he 
bet heavily on himself, so he 
did not fare badly off financial- 
ly at odds ranging from 7 to 5, 
to 3 to 2 against him. 

Johnson's long career had six- 
teen more years to run, though 
six years later he lost the 
heavyweight title to Jess Wil- 
lard by a knockout in the 26th 
round in Havana, April 5, 1915. 
He finally retired after his last 
bout in 1926 at the age of 48. 
Johnson died in Raleigh, N.C. 
June 19, 1946. 


For Burns, the Johnson match . 


was his last big fight. The cour- 
ageous’ French ~ Canadian (he 
was born Noah Brusso) fought 
only six more times, then quit 
the ring. In July, 1946; at 65, he 
wed his second wife, Mrs. Nel- 
lie Susan Vanderlip, 50, a rich 
widow prominent in California, 
He was ordained a minister in 
Coalinga, Cal., on Dec. 25, 1948, 
and died May 11, 1955, in Van- 
couver, B.C. at 74.

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Zoo. Keepers Have Lots Of Troubles 


M you want a nice quiet job, 
free from worries, don’t run a 
zoo. Keeping several thousand 
wild animals alive and well is 
® job with plenty of headaches. 
Some animals are very difficult 
to keep, and demand the ut- 
most care if they are to survive. 

Take king penquins, those curi- 
@usly human birds that look so 
muuch like dignified old waiters. 
They come from the Antartic, 
where they thrive in the great 
wastes of ice and snow. Bring 
them to another country and, 
during the summer, they are al- 
most overwhelmed by the heat. 
After an acclimatizing period, 
though, they get used to it, so 
#ome zoos have managed to keep 
® small flock; some have even 
succeeded in rearing an occa- 
gional chick, a pretty good ach- 
iieient 


Until ‘recently, however, the 
New York Zoo was out of luck 
with king penquins. The trouble 
Jay in the very high summer 
ternperatures. All kinds of things 
were tried, even the frequent ad- 
dition of blocks of ice to their 
pool, but the results were always 
disappointing Within a week or 
two of the arrival of hot weather 
the birds were dead. 


Much thought was given to 
the problem, because king pen- 
quins are a most popular ex- 
hibit. But it was not until just 
after the war that someone had 
the right idea. Why not build a 
large refrigerator, similar to 
those in which butchers keep 
their meat fresh, and let them 
Hive in that during the months 
ef hot weather? 

So an experimental refriger- 
@tor was set up in the spring of 
3948. It had observation win- 
@ows along the sides and a 
@mall pond let into the floor. 
Karly in June three king pen- 
quins that had arrived the pre- 
vious autumn were placed in it 
for a sort of summer holiday, and 
f everyone’s delight remained 
@t and thriving through the hot- 
test weather. . 


Penguins are about the only 
animals that find the British cli- 
mate too warm for them. Polar 
bears seem quite satisfied with 
#, even on hot summer days. 
Fortunately the majority of ani- 
mals soon become accustomed to 
a change of climate. 


Many tropical animals can be 
kept out of doors right through 
the winter and seem to thrive 
@n it. At Whipsnmade you can 
watch lions playing in the snow 
Mke kittens, and the tigers some- 
times break the ice on their 
bathing pond in order to have 
@ mid-winter dip. 


Some animals from warm 
eountries, though, are extremely 
sensitive to changes in climate. 
Some of the most difficult of 
these to keep are humming birds. 
Among the most beautiful of 
mature’s creatures, they are well 
worth the trouble of keeping 
them alive in this country. 

They are very tiny — some no 
bigger than a large bee — and 
they can only maintain their 
high body temperatures if their

surroundings are kept warm. 
The humming bird house at the 
London Zoo is kept at 75 deg. F., 
and even at this . temperature 
the tiny birds have to send 
much of their time feeding to 
maintain body heat. 

\ To give them plenty of time to 
eat, the lights are left full on 
until 8.30 at night. After that 
blue lamps are switched--on so 
that any bird feeling hungry ¢an 
always feed. Even at 75. deg..a 
fast of more than a few hours 
can result in death from star- 
vation. 


Climate, though, is only one of 
the zoo man's anxieties. Certain 
enimals are tricky to keep be- 
cause they are food. faddists. 
Giant pandas must have plenty 


of fresh bamboo shoots, and Aus- _ 


tralia’s delightful little Koala 
bears demand eucalyptus leaves. 
Bamboo shoots are scarce in this 
country, and eucalyptus leaves 
unobtainable in any quantity. 
So giant pandas are not easy to 
keep here, and koala bears im- 
possible. 

In the late summer of 1953 a 


kiwi was flown over from New. 


Zealand as\a# Coronation gift to 
the London Zoo from the’ New 
Zealand Government. Its feeding 


» at once became a problem, not 


so much for the Zoo keepers as 
for the gardeners. Kiwis live 
almost entirely on earthworms, 
so the gardeners had to dig in 
every available spot to supply 
the new arrival with something 
like 300 worms a day. Fortunate- 
ly, after a few weeks they were 
able to have regular supplies of 
worms sent from Scotland. 

A few years ago New York 
Zoo faced a similar worm prob- 
lem. In 1948 they received three 
duck-billed platypuses, the curi- 
ous Australian egg-laying ani- 
mals that are now extremely 
rare. To keep them going, the 
Zoo had to find about 1,000 
worms a day. 

To meet this colossal demand, 
a worm farm was set up in a 
cellar beneath the lion house. 
Here adult worms are kept in 
amall breeding boxes filled with 
rich soil, the temperature and 
dampness of the boxes being 
earefully regulated. Under 
these conditions the worm eggs 
take about three weeks to hatch, 
when the wormlets are then 
transferred to growing pits. 

All kinds of food for the 
worms are added to the soil of 
these pits. Fortunately, worms 
are not fussy. They will thrive 
on almost any kind of garbage. 
Every day keepers are faced 
with the tedious job of going 
through some of’the soil in these 
pits and sifting it until they 
have picked out 2% lb. of worms 
—something like 1,000 average 
size worms. 

Sometimes animals develop in- 
explicadi@’ food fads that can be 
most irritating. Snakes are not 


the sort of animals you might 


expect to be temperamental, but 
some of the large pythons in the 
reptile house have occasionally 
developed a most unusual food 
preference. ' 

These. larger snakes are gen- 
erally fed on freshly killed tame 
rats. Now some pythons devel- 
op a preference for rats of a 
eertain colour, so that one will 
only eat white rats, while an- 
other will look at nothing but 
brown ones. Some really diffi- 
cult individuals will not touch 
rats at all, but will only eat 
birds. Once it has made up its 
mind a snake seems to stick to 
its decision. These choosey in- 
dividuals will starve to death 
rather than eat anything other 
than the food of their choice.

Pickling time already? Hardly 
seems possible, does it? How- 
ever, no use worrying about the 
flight of time — so here are 
some recipes that have been 
thoroughly tested and which I 
ean highly recommend.

GHERKINS 

4 quarts cucumbers 
2 to 3 inches long 

4 quarts (20 cups) boiling 

water 

1 cup table (bag) salt or 1% 

cups coarse salt 

8 cups blended vinegar 
% cup salt 

% cup sugar 
Spices (see Note below) 

7 cups sugar 

Wash cucumbers, scrup well, 
rinse, drain well and place in a 
crock. * Cover with hot brine 
made by combining water and 
salt. Pour over cucumbers, 
cover and let stand overnight. 
Drain cucumbers thoroughly 
and place in clean, dry crock. 
Prepare pickle mixture by com- 
bining the cold vinegar, salt, 
the Y%-evp sugar and spices. 
Pour over cuculfibers Each 
morning for the next 14 digs 
add % cup. sugar, stirring well 
to dissolve the sugar. When 
last of sugar is added, remove 
pickles from liquid and pack in- 
to sterilized jars. Strain pickle 
mixture to remove spices, pour 
over pickles and seal. Yield:

When Stars Fall 


On 26 April, 1803, at one 
o'clock in the afternoon, the in- 
habitants of the little French 


Set ee ee 
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village of L‘Aigle were disturb+° 
ed by a strange sound. It was’ 


not unlike a violent roll of 
thunder—yet the skies were al- 
most cloudless, and there was no 
sign of any storm in the vicinity. 
As the villagers rushed out of 
their houses in alarm, they 
caught sight of an immense ball 
of fire darting across the sky, 
and as it vanished from their 
view there came a series of 
violent explosions audible for 
over fifty miles around. A few 
minutes later, a great number 
of stones fell to the earth, land- 
ing at speeds great enough to 
cause them to bury themselves 
deeply in the ground. 

Up to that time, the old stories

of ‘stones from heaven” had 
been disregarded as strictly non- 
proven, but the L‘Aigle affair 
could not be explained away, 
Jean - Baptiste Biot, one of 
France’s leading astronomers, 
was sent to the village to draw 
up a report. Biot was suitably 
conscientious. He interviewed 
witnesses, collected all the facts 
he could, and — most important 
of all —-recovered some of the 
strange stones that had fallen, 
The heaviest of them weighed 
1% pounds... 


Further research into the na- 
ture of ordinary meteors, or 
shooting-stars, provided a clear 
answer. Meteors, ranging from 
gigantic masses. weighing many 
tons down to. tiny ectagees 
smaller. than sand-grains,  re- 
volve round the Sun just as the 
planets do, though in orbits that 
are generally more elliptical, So 
long as they keep in airless 
space, they are safe, as there is 
nothing to impede their move- 
ment; but if. they venture too 
close to the Earth, and are drawn 
“downwards” by the powerful 
gravitational pull, friction is set 
up, and heat results . 


Over a hundred years after 
L’Aigle, an even greater monster 
landed in Northern Siberia. It 
was fortunate that Siberia is not 
a densely populated place; ... 
about mid-day on 30 June, 1908, 
a bluish disk about half the size 
of the Moon appeared in the 
sky, accompanied by a terrific 
noise like a cannonade. This was 
followed by an explosion audible 
hundreds of miles away, and 
trees were blown flat for a dis- 
tance of. fifty miles round the 
spot where the impact occurred, 
seared by heat and stripped_of 
their bark and branches .. .> 


Ordinary shooting-stars have 
been known from ancient. times, 
Now and then, magnificent dis- 
plays are seen, and A.D. 902 was 
named the Year of the Stars, be- 
cause on one night “there were 
seen lances, an infinite number 
of stars, which scattered them- 
selves like rain to the right and 
the left”. The showers of 1202, 
1366 and 1833 were no less re- 
markable, while another major 
display occurred in 1799. Sig- 
nificantly, all these showers oc- 
curred in the month of Novem- 
ber, as did the lesser but still 
brilliant display of 1866. It be- 
came clear that this was no mere 
coincidence. Every November, 
the earth approached a shoal oj 
meteors, and once in 33-1/3 vears 
passed right through the thick- 
est part of the celestial swarm.—

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We hear so much these days 
about modern methods on the 
farm that sometimes it comes 
as-a pleasurable chage to recall 
the times when farming wasn't 
quite so efficient, perhaps, but 
they “got there just the same”. 

Writing in The Christian 
Science itor, John Gould 
tells about how his grandfather 
ased to farm. 

‘ e * - 

Gramp used to say that a man 
couldn't work out and farm, a 
statement which, in 
some modern evidence to the 
contrary, I believe to be so. This 
didn't include “changing work” 
or working out your taxes — 
for that was merely helping 
yourself at the. same time. 

Gramp would wag his head 
when he heard that somebody 
had gone to teaming, or was off 
cutting wood by the cord. It 
took all your time and all your 
energies to keep your head afloat 
on your own place, and every 
day you spent away from it cost 
you, and you'd never earn it 
back. Gramp didn’t believe that 
you could rationalize cash in 
hand as profit when it took you 
away from your own interests 


‘to get it. 


There is a great deal to mull 
over in the old fellow’s attitude. 
Except by changing work he 
never labored a day off the old 
farm,.and his days were long. 
He kept laboring when he was 
old and there were no demands 
on him. He could have relaxed 
his latter ten years and given the 
rocking chair a good ride and 
nobody would have said a word. 
But he had a way of looking at 
things, and he wouldn’t see any 
security in working for some- 
body else —- not for him, any- 
way. He might see some secur- 
ity for the other fellow. 

I've never’ known § anybody 
who worked harder than Gramp, 
although he sometimes did things 
the hard way and _ bull-horsed 
spite of “himself. 
Many a time,,when daylight was 
still a brand-new experience to 
the morning, I'd be ticking them 
off under the covers and wake 
to hear Gramp saying, “Now, I've 
milked and put out the cows, and 
had breakfast, and I’m going up 
to cultivate the peas, so you lay 
abed as long as you want.” It 
was so, and I'd get up after a 
time and along about noon would 
have dinner ready when he came 
in from the field. 

He never: had too much luck 
inculeating into me the great 
principles of his program, al- 
though I did my share when jobs 
were to be done, and learned 
much that he probably thought 
I missed. 

One of my greatest services 
to him would be with that extra 


‘pair of hands so often needed. 


A man can work alone up to a 
point, and then he'll find him- 
self devising some way to do a 
thing that would be easy if he 
had help. Nobody would know, 
unless he’s done it, how helpless 
a man is when he's trying to fit 
a kingpin in and can’t line the 
holes up. It happens to me with 
the tractor hitch, and to every- 
body who does such work. You 


strain one way, and brace an- 


other, and puSh and pull, and 
then when you get the place 
ready you can't do anything 
about the pin. 

One time Gramp went up in 
the far field for a small load of 
scatterings, and he turned the 


horses too sharply and sprung 
his front wheels loose. The load 
was really quite good-sized and 
he was up against 


a problem. 


spite of 
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First, he had to unhitch the team 
because the jolt had frightened 
them and they were standing on 
their hind legs and pawing the 
air and squealing — not an_un- 
usual routine for Gramp’s style 
of horse. He hitched them to a 
fence then studied his situation. 


He had a choice — he could 
unpitch the load and fit the 
wheels together easily, thus de- 
ferring the work over a whole 
afternoon; or he could fit. the 
wheels back with the load still 
on the rack, making a quick 
burst of strength save him all 
the work with the fork. 


He decided to do it the fast 
way, so he rolled a’ rock about 
the size of a washtub from the 
wall, and went over to his fence- 
post project and brought a couple 
of stout spruce poles. He put in 
one pole and pried the rack up, 
holding it up by standigjg on the 


pole, Then he fitted iff.the ‘other 


pole, and found he could brace 
the front wheels back’ irfto line 
all right. 


If, anything had 
grandfather would have been 
catapulted three farms away, 
but nothing slipped. He eased 
the two poles off and walked up 
to the house, where I was sand- 
papering a crate of eggs, and 
had ‘me come down with him 
and fit the pin in. I asked him 
what he’d have done if I hadn’t 
been handy, and he said my 
proximity dissipated any neces- 
sity of pondering the matter, 
but probably he’d have made out 
by working a third pole with his 
teeth. 

Nowadays, with newer ideas of 
organization and _ cooperation 
and specialization, a simple mat- 
ter like putting a hayrack to- 
gether could involve a dozen 
men, and no tricks. It isn’t so 
necessary any more to do things 
alone, because nowadays people 
will work out. 

Every so often I find myself 
at some absurdity which makes 
me think of some of Gramp’s 
old ideas. He got his jobs done 
by using the facilities he had 
and improvising for those he 
lacked, 

One time he felled a tree into 
another tree, and when he hook- 
ed the oxen on to pull it free the 
thing gave a twitch and -stood 
on the other end. and jerked the 
oxen off thelieound by their 
necks. I might point out that 
this was not necessarily an un- 
usual sifuation. It may be,more 
drastic, but it isn’t essentially 
different from things that hap- 
pen on a farm all’the time. If 
Gramp had been off working 
for somébody .else, it wouldn't 
have happened, but it did hap- 
pen, and it posed a problem that 
needed immediate solution. 

I have no idea what I'd have 
done, or what anybody else 
would have done, but Gramp 
grabbed his cant dog and rolled 
some logs in below the dangling 
front feet of the cattle, and he 
had them standing up like 
trained elephants on circus tubs 
while he went up the tree and 
sawed the butt off. When the 
butt fell free he had to jump 
clear, and he showed me the 
jump and it was a dandy, about 
thirty-five feet into a blackberry 
jungle ,and atfer that he had 
an awful time eonvincing the 
oxen it was all right now to back 
down. He finished the job he 
was at before he came up to 
supper. 

Anyway, Gramp never worked 
a day off his own farm, and was 
always his own boss and his own 
security — and his own philoso- 
pher.

Catch The Big Ones In The Fall 


If Labor Day marks the end 
of your fishing season, you're 
making a big mistake because 
early September raises the cur- 
tain on some of the best fishing 
of the year — in both fresh and 
salt water. 

You may pick July and Aug- 
ust “to get away from it all” 
and cool off, but for the fish it’s 
hot, and these are the poorest 
months to catch ‘em for the 
scorching sun has warmed up 
the lakes and streams, and the 
fish are off their feed, lying in 
the shade of rocks or seeking 
the cooler depths. Even in the 


ocean these are the doldrum 
months, 

Of course, yon can catch ’em 
then; might even be a fair 
_ catch, too — if you’ve got the 


right tackle and know the tricks 
of hot-weather angling. But at 
best, it’s spottY and you've got 
to have a lot of patience. 

But come the crisp  Septem- 
ber nights, the waters cool off, 
and the fish come to the sur- 
face, ravenously hungry after 
the summer layoff and biting 
like crazy to put on fat for the 
lean winter days-ehead. 

That's why I’ve _ beef 
autumn fisherman for years, and 
when I see the hills flame crim- 
son and gold, I know that the 
trout and salmon have come up 
from the mid-summer depths to 
cruise the ricky shoreline _ in 
search of smelt. They have run 
up the Kennebago and Cupsup- 
tic Rivers, South Bog and 
Rangeley Stream. In Steep 
Landing Pool, Screw Augur, 
Gravel Bank and a score of 
pools besides, they are rising 
splashily to dry flies, something 
you'll seldom see in spring — 
and never in summer. 

Maybe you can’t take a fall 
vacation, but there's sure plenty 
of fishing around anybody’s 
home at this season. It doesn’t 
matter what the local species 
are — trout, bass, pike, wall- 
eyes, muskies — they all feed 
acvtively in autumn. 

Trout fishing, for example, is 
so good in the fall that practi- 
cally all state fish and game de- 
partments now have extended 
the season well into October. 

The seasonal trout fishing 
cycle in Long Pond on Cape Cod 
is typical. In spring when the 
ice goes out, the anglers rush in. 
some days poor, and so it goes 
some days poor, and it fors 
while trout and anglers gradu- 
ally taper off till early June 

By late June the warm waters 


have 


sent the surviving trout 
into the cool denths. A few are 
still creeled by die-hard angle: 
drarging a series of metal flash- 
ers on wire line 80 fect below 
the surface. but during July and 
August when the vacationer 
are many, the catches are few 
and far between. write Ted

Just last week I fished there 
and took some fair-sized trout 
But the old, seasoned big fish 
were conspicuously absent 

“Come back in October if you 
want to catch them,” a local 

‘rt told me “Fish the west 


shore in the late afternoon, and 
you'll find ’em.” 


I'll be there! 


The same thing is true of 
bass. In many states, especially 
in northern sections where these 
fish spawn in May or June, the 
bass season doesn't open till 
July 1. The fishing is good for 
the first week or two, and then 
deteriorates, not because “the 
bass have been caught, but be- 
cause they become logey and 
listless during the hot, summer, 


But sincé bass are by nature 
warm water fiish, they continue 
to feed actively through the 
warm months, especially large- 
mouth bass, which are partial to 
shallow, weedy waters. But 
largemouth and smallmouth, 
too, seek the cool depths during 
muggy summer weather. That's 
why night is the best time to 
fish for bass during this time of 
year. But even then the fishing 
is slow compared to that in the 
fall. 


Cool. autumn waters perk up 
the bass’s appetite and put an 
edge on his fighting — spirit. 
You'll find him along the shore- 
line’ all day, feeding heavily on 


frogs, minnows, crawfish and 
insects. 

. ” . * . 

Fall fs tis especially good 
in the South, where summer 
temperatures wilt both fisher- 


men and fish. Since fish spawn 
earlier and grow more rapidly 
there, many southern _ states 
have no closed season on bass. 
But this doesn’t mean that the 
fishing is equally good thruogh 
the year. 


Winter is the poorest time. 
Then in spring there’s a feed- 
ing spree which makes for a 
period of fast fishing. In July 
and August come the doldrums, 
followed by the cooling autumn, 
which, as any guide around the 
Florida creeks or the TVA lakes 
will tell you, is the top. season. 

The pike family, though a 
warm water species, is espe- 
cialy susceptible to heat. You 
can catch’ pickerel and northern 
pike through the ice with some 
regularity, but it’s a tough job 
coaxing them out of the pad 
beds on a torrid August day. 

The pike’s lack of appetite in 
summer stems from the same 
feeling of inertia and listless- 
ness which overtakes sweltering 
htumans, but during September 
and October he makes up for 
his summer layoff by chewing 
up everything in sight. Fall is 
when the big fish come to net, 
100 


Last September a companion 
and 1 fished a local lake along 
with two other frineds In an- 
other. boat. In less than an hour 
a big pickerel hit my partner's 


trolled 
pond 


spinner. It weighed 5% 
a pood-sized pickerel in

any water. We kept quiet, in- 
tending to surprise our friends 
at. lunch, but they surprised us 
instead. They had a 5%4-pound- 
er! 


It’s the same with muskies. 
They go on a hunger strike dur- 
ing the summer so that you can 
only tease a few of them out of 
the tule beds at dawn and near 
dusk with plugs and- spoons. 
But year in and year out the 
heavy catches'come in June and 
again during September and 
October, when the biggest fish 
come to gaff. 

In salt water it’s the same. 
The mid-summer doldrums, fol- 
owing some fast June and early 
July fishing, are well known. to 
surfcasters and charter boat 
skippers out for striped brass, 
mackerel, bluefish' and tuna. 
These are all migratory fish, and 
when they turn southward in 
autumn, feeding as they go, the 
panic is on. One day last Octo- 
ber two surfmen on the beach at 
Wellfleet, Cape Cod, took 96 
stripers to a 45-pound top. 

Here are some records kept 
by a Cape skipper on last year’s 
results: 

“Bluefish arrived in  mid- 
August and by the 27th were 
overrunning the bay, continu- 
ing into the late fall. ... Tuna 
late, first one caught August 
29th. Starting the first of Sep- 
tember, tuna, bluefish and srip- 
ers were all hitting hard and 
continued to do so well into 
October.” '

caught off Cuttyhunk on an Oc- 
tober day baék in 1913. 

And so it goes. 

That’s why I say it’s too bad 
that so many fishermen end the 
season on Labér Day and miss 
the big autumn round-up. Act- 
ually, Labor Day should be con- 
sidered the mid-season marker; 
a sort of second opening day, 
signalling the start of some fast 
and furious sport.

A Super-Spy Who 
Never Existed 


Who is the world's most in- 
trepid spy? Many people would 
say Robert Throckmorton Lin- 
coln, whom Radio Moscow calls 
“Colonel Lincoln”. 


Born in Slippery Rock, Ar- 
kansas, in 1909, he used to be 
a rum-runner. No superlative 
can do justice to his skill. 


He fought and won single- 
handed battles in Persia against 
a whole army of Soviet oper- 
ators; penetrated to secret Atom- 
grad and returned with a com- 
plete H-bomb; calmed unruly 
tribes in Afghanistan, disarmed 
a band of Jap conspirators on a 
Pacific island who plotted to as- 
sassinate General MacArthur, 
and discovered Hitler alive in 
a Patagonian cave some time 
after the world was satisfied 
that he'd died. 


Known by a score of aliases, 
he is frequently seen in dif- 
ferent places simultaneously, is 
a champion marksman, dare- 
devil pilot, expert mountaineer, 
a wizard in codes and ciphers, 
a man of a* hundred faces. 


There’s only one thing wrong 
with him, Ladislas Farago tells 
us in his book “War of Wits’— 
a revealing world survey of the 
secrets of espionage and sabo- 
tage—he doesn’t exist. 

He was cooked up over an 
after-dinner drink one night in 
1948 in Teheran by U.S._Am- 
bassador John Wiley and _ his 
political officer, Gerald Dooher. 
Listening to Moscow radio, they 
were reduced to helpless laugh- 
ter by a Soviet tale about a 
ubiquitous U.S. agent, and de- 
cided to oblige the Russians by 
creating Robert T. Lincoln out 
of their imafinations. 

To the dismay of “Moscow 
propagandists, he was suddenly 
everywhere, his name and ex- 
ploits were on everyone's lips. 
It was soon common to meet 
people, especially in bars, who 
swore they’d actually seen him, 
worked with him, or shared a 
room with him. 

The bubble burst in April, 
1950, when Cyrus L. Sulzberger 
of the ‘New York Times’ picked 
up a clue to the fabulous Lincoln 
in Teheran and exposed him as 
an amusing fraud, But his name 
continues ‘to turn up at intervals 
on Radio Moscow, which claims 
that Sulzberger’s story was 
printed to camouflage the fact 
that Lincoln is still as active as 
ever. He’s real to this extent, 
Farago says: he represents the 
intelligence officer as he exists 
in the popular mind. 

How mistaken that conception 
can be is further illustrated by 
the case of Berthold Jacob, a 
German journalist who in the 
1930s wrote extensively about 
the German army then being 
secretly rearmed, and ‘published 
a book giving practically every 
detail of its its organization; the 
personnel of the revived General 
Staff, the army group com- 
mands, various military districts, 
even the rifle platoons attached 
to the.recently formed Panzer 
divisions, and the names of the

When Hitler was shown the 


book he flew into a rage, sum- 
moned his intelligence’ adviser, 
Col. Walther Nicolai. and de- 
manded: “How is it possible for 


one man to find out so much 
about the Wehrmacht?” 

Nicolai decided to find out 
from Jacob himself. An agent, 


Hans Weseman, was assigned to 
contact him and trap him. He 
set himself up in Basle, near the 
German border, as literary 
agent, masquerading as a refu- 
gee and striking up friendships 
with exiles from Nazi Germany. 

Then he got into touch with 
Jacob in London, inviting him 
to come to Basle to discuss a 


literary deal. Jacob wegt with 
his wife, who was left af a hotel 
while he and Wesemann went 
to a fashionable restaurant to 
lunch. While Jacob excused him- 
self for ® few moments, Hans 
Wesemann slipped a knock-out 
drug into his drink which soon 
put him into a.doze. Apologizing 
ot the waiter for his “inebriated” 
friend Wesemann asked the 
waiter to help carry him to a 
waiting car. A moment later he 
was on his way to Germany. 

On arrival in Berlin he was 
driven straight to Gestapo H.Q., 
where Col. Nicolai at once de- 
manded: “Tell us, Herr Jacob! 
Where did you get the data for 
your confounded book?” 

“Everything in my ~ book,” 
Jacob replied, “came from re- 
ports published in the German 
Press, Herr Oboerst!” 


He explained that an obituary 
notice in a Nuremberg paper 
told him that Maj.-Gen. Haase 
was C.O. of the 17th Division, 
recently transferred there, for he 
was described thus when attend- 
ing a funeral. In an Ulm paper 
Jacob found a society-page para- 
graph about the wedding of a 
Col. Vierow’s daughter to a 
Major Stemmermann. Vierow 
was described as the C.O. of the 
36th Regt. of the 25th Division, 
and the Major as the Division’s 
signal officer, Also present at 
the wedding was Maj.-Gen. 
Schaller, described as comman- 
der of the Division, who'd come 
from Stuttgart, where it had its 
H.Q. 

That virtually ended the in- 
terrogatl0it Nicolai reported to 
Hitler: “This JaC@ had no ac- 
complice, my Fuehrer, exeept his 
own military journals and the 
Daily Press. He prepared his re- 
markable Order of Battle from 
scraps of information he discov- 
ered in. obituary notices, wed- 
ding annouricements, and 50 
forth. This Jacob is the greatest 
intelligence genius I have ever 


encountered in my thirty-five 
years in the service.” 
‘In intelligence, the smallest 


detail may give a clue to big 
problems. At one time during 
the last war we were really 
afraid that the Germans might

When the Committee decided 
that an attack was unlikely, 
despite convincing data, because 
it did not seem _ reasonable, 
Churchill gave orders that all 
raw reports concerning the mat- 
ter be sent directly to him with- 
out bothering him with deduc- 
tions and evaluations. 


On March 30, a report reached 

him from a highly trusted agent 
in the Balkans, describing a 
movement of five Panzer divi- 
sions. This convinced Churchill 
that Germany was preparing to 
invade Russia, and he promptly 
warned Stalin. But Stalin, sus- 
pecting similar reports from his 
own secret service, evidently 
thought it just a British plot.

Flowers as food may sound 
fantastic to some people, but in 
many parts of the world they 
play an important part in the 
menu particularly east of Suez. 

Flowers have, been cultivated 
India, as well as in the wild re- 
gions of Afghanistan, for many 
years. The petals of certain 
varieties of young flowers are 
soaked in a sugar solution and 
boiled until they form a stiff 
paste, which is powdered with 
more sugar and moulded, 

Such dishes are hardly likely 
to appeal to Western palates. 
The Chinese, however, fre- 
quently cook lilies in milk and 
eat candied jasmine. In. parts 
of Morocco guests are offered 
a coarse porridge served with a 
jelly made from~ pomegranate 
flowers. 

In Tsarist Russia sunflowers 
were a favourite meal with 
many peasants. Visitors to Cey- 
lon have sometimes been asked 
to sample butter - blossom 
which, boiled and flavoured 
with cinnamon or cloves, is 
quite pleasant to the taste. 

In Turkey the common yel- 
low lily, which grows in ponds 
and marshes, makes what to a 
Turk’s taste is a delicious pre- 
serve.

In Britain 
people living in the country 
sometimes make a kind of tea 


- from’ stinging nettles. 


A pickled salad made from 
carnations was popular in Bri- 
tain in the réign of Charles II. 
It was eaten at great banquets, 
and a liqueur called clove gilli- 
flower wine was also much in 
favour.

I follow these children, buy- 
ing whenever possible dupli- 
cates of the poems selected by 
the barefoot half-breeds of 
Bogota’s market. 


A sweet-faced, gentle-eyed 
chola woman is sitting on a box, 
her black shawl slipped back 
from her shiny. dark head and 
wrapped about the tiny baby in 
her arms, She is looking over 
an assortment of verses; hesi- 
tating and finally select- 
ing “Good-by to my mother,” 
printed in red on a single strip.

poems, while at her feet a rab- 
bit, seated on the ground, is 
making the neatest of toilets; 
very scrupulous and leisurely 
as though he had all eternity 
before him... .

upon the eyes of a loved--one; 
upon the soldier who promises 
that on the morrow which ‘is 
never to be for him he will. re- 
turn to the window of his love;

And now i.nw.ier youthful 
prodigy appears. Edmund Hal- 
ley, son of a wealthy soap- 
manufacturer, sends a first 
paper to the Royal Society. at 
the age of nineteen years. 

This was in the year 1675. 
The young astronomer was 
elected a fellow of the Royal 


Society at the age of twenty- 


two... . 

No doubt Halley’s scientific 
contemporaries regarded his 
prediction of the future transit 
of Venus as a highly interest- 
ing exhibition of astronomical 
knowledge, but as falling well 
within the province of one who 
had devoted much time to cal- 
eulation of planetary orbits. 

But the culation of the or- 
bit of a comet, coupled with 
the prediction that this visitor 
would return forty-three years 
later — in 1758 — wag some- 
thing of a quite different order. 

Of course, the comet did ul- 
timate'y return, as the daring 
astronomer predicted, and was 
thus proved to be a member of 
the planetary family — in fu- 
ture very properly to bear Hal- 
ley’s name. ‘But something 
promised for the year 1758 was 
hardly likely to hush the voice 
ef skepticism of the year 1715. 

In any event, the feat of es- 
tablishing a comet as a member 
of the sun’s family is justly ac- 
counted one of the most spec- 
tacular accomplishments in the 
history of astronomy, It.is diffi- 
eult from this distance to real- 
ize adequately what such a 
pronouncement . what such a 
generation that heard it. 

It must be understood that 
from the earliest times comets 
had been regarded, not as nat- 
ural celestial bodies, but as 
supernatural phenomena, This 
was not merely popular and 
theclogical doctrine, but it was 
an estimate that only the most 
rationalistic of astronomers 
thought of challenging. .. . 

The. forward-looking quality 
of Halley’s mind was shown, not 
only in his attitude toward the 
Newtonian hypothesis, but in 
his receptiveness to new ideas 
in general, Naturally he had the 
keenest interest in the new and 
improved astronomical instru- 
ments for which the epoch is 
distinguished. — From “The 
Great Astronomers,” by ‘Henry 
Smith Williams.

Sword Fish—Tiger 
Of The Sea™ 


The hot, mid-summer § sun 
burned’ down on a still, calm 
ocean. I was standing on the 
flying bridge of the charter 
boat, “Wizard”, thirty miles south 
of Shinnecock Inlet, Long Is- 
land. Long, uneventful hours of 
gazing into the glare had made 
my eyes red-rimmed and tired. 
The constant throb of the boat’s 
engine gave me the beginnings of 
a headache. Quite frankly, I was 
weary and bored. 


“Swordfishing isn’t all action,” 
commented Skipper Clyde Oak- 
ley. He gestured astern towards 
our two outrigger baits, bounc- 
ing and skittering erratically out- 
side the boat's wake. “Some- 
times you'll wait till a sword- 
fish spots the squid. They come 
flashing out of nowhere, hitting 
blind,” he said.

-all waiting, and no fish.” 


“This time it’s fish!” yelled 
Hal Ryder. “Look ahead off the 
starboard bow. Those gulls are 
working over something big.” 

The birds were mere black 
dots on the horizon. As Clyde 
opened the throttle wide, racing 
towards the spot, I marveled at 
Ryder’s farsightedness, the sea~-

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twitched once or twice, the dor-

the chair. My feet were clamped 
on the footboards. I weigh one 
hundred and seventy pounds, 
but I felt like a pigmy caught 
in the grasp of a giant. Line 
smoked from the reel, and Hal 
dumped a pail of seawater over 
the mechanism to prevent it 
from freezing. I was soaked, but 
I never felt the wetness. Spots 
were dancing in front of my 
eyes. My arms felt as though 
they. were tearing from their 
sockets. For over an hour, I en- 
dured a session'of physical tor- 
ture. 

The broadbill came close 
alongside. Far from being dead 
or weary, the big fish merely 
wanted a glimpse of its tormen- 
ters. It spotted the shadow of 
our hull,. rolled restlessly, and 
then attacked! There was no 
doubt of the action. Deliberately 
arching upward, that. broadbill 
attempted to drive its sword 
into the boat’s bottom. 


Skipper Oakley slammed the 
throttle open. The “Wizard” 
squatted aft, then shot forward 
like a cannonball. I-was yanked 
out of my seat again, Only my 
feet, braced stiffly, saved me. 
Dimly, I heard a harsh, grating 
sound as the swordfish grazed 
our transom. I saw the fish be- 
come entangled in a slack loop 
of my twenty-four thread line. 
Hal Ryder bellowed something 
incomprehensible, and raced to- 
wards the bow. He returned car- 
rying the long handled harpoon. 
“It's over!” he yelled. “The linen 
will pop! I can stick that fish 
now if you say the word!” 

I knew all hope of landing 
the broadbill on rod-and-reel 
was gone. Miserably, I nodded 
my consent. Clyde backed down 
on the fish, laying dormant on 
the surface. Just as the broad- 
bill slashed violently, breaking 
my line, Hal drove the harpoon 
dart into its head. 

The swordfish went com- 
pletely mad! The giant rose out 
of the water, blood streaming 
from its head, and attempted a 
second attack. Hal flipped the 
manila keg rig overboard as 
Clyde gunned the charterboat 
out of harm's way. The broadbill 
made two huge circles, tailwalk- 
ing, head and sword pointing 
at the sky, body exposed to its 
gill plates.

It felt 
like hauling an anchor cable 
with the hook jammed in the 
bottom We were unable to 
budge the dead weight on the 
other end of the line 

The afternoon waned slowly, 
and a haze built up inshore. A 
slight breeze puffed into a wind 
seg, and the “Wizzard” rocked 
rhythmically as the waves passed 
beneath her keel. Despite our 
fear of pulling the harpoon dart

loose, we threw our bodies into 
this weird tug-of-war, yanking 
away at the line with every 
ounce of strength we possessed, 
fruitlessly. “Get him or break 
it!” growled Clyde.: “Lash the

We obeyed the Skipper’s or- 
der. As the “Wizard” banked in- 
to the trough of a swell, we 
tightened the line. She came 
taut momentarily, then some- 
thing gave.

Man Bites Dog 


It's news when a man bites a 
dog but when postman Ike Bar- 
ber, of Philadelphia, took a re- 
taliatory nip at a yapping terrier 
he was charged in court with 
doing bodily harm to a thorough- 
bred animal. 

Now thousands of American 
postmen are trying new ways of 
stopping dogs biting them. Last 
year no fewer than 5,880 t- 
men were bitten by dogs. ee 
victims in every four had to see 
a doctor and over 600 postmen 
had to spend a day in bed. 


Scientists are experimenting 
with dog-repellent solutions with 
which to impregnate postmen’s 
trousers. In some districts post- 
men are armed with water pis- 
tols filled with a mild solution of 
ammonia. Meter readers are 
fellow-sulferers and some are 
being armed with sweet dog bis- 
cuits, on the basis that a bribe 
is better than a bite. 

Yorkshire meter readers re- 
cently asked fo special R.S.P.C.A. 
lessons in the art of avoiding 
bites. In Switzerland third-party 
insurance for dogs has become 
compulsory. 

On the other hand dogs have 
a lot on the credit side. “They 
have proved so successful in 
modern crime-fighting, last year, 
for example, that they achieved 
ninety arrests in the London 
area alone.

Docked Dockers Gird 
For Battle on Yacht -

London — (NEA) — Million- 
aire Sir Bernad Docker has lost 
his job and the stockholders 
won't give him another chance. 


Nevertheless, most Britons are 
secretly proud of the dazzling 
Sir Bernard and his honey- 
haired wife, Lady Norah. 

They are the living lie to Sir 
Anthony Eden’s dire warnings 
that Britain is headed for the 


poorhouse, for who else but the 


Dockers, having been sacked, 
would promptly fly to Naples 
nad board their private 860-ton 
yacht for a six-week vacation? 

Up to now, every time Prime 
Minister Eden called “for an- 
other hitch in the belt to halt 
inflation the Dockers threw an- 
other pink champagne party. 


Every time the Chancellor of 


the Exchequer announced a 
new credit squeeze, Lady Dock- 
er drove by in a new Daimler 
car, designed to match her 
latest hat. 

When Lady Docker complain- 
ed recently that “mink is too 
hot to sit on,” a million women 
sighed and envied her ladyship 
her “hot seat.” 

But Sir Bernard’s ouster as 
boss of the 75 million dollar 
Birmingham Small Arms group 
of companies, which makes 
Daimler motor cars among other 
things, has somewhat changed 
the picture. 

Between the time of the ini- 
tial firing and the stockholders’ 
meeting at which Sir Bernard 
pleaded in vain for his re- 
instatement, Lady Docker stuck 
close to home. She made do 
with the $21,000 Bentley (in two 
tones of blue) which was a gift 
from Sir Bernard on her 50th | 
birthday in June. 

And she even waxed contrite, 


| begging the stockiwiders’ for- 


giveness. “My whole idea has 
been to help the company,” she 
said. “If I have tripped up in 
any way and let anybody down, 
I'm sorry, I did not mean it.” 

The apology worked no better 
than’ Lady Docker’s campaign 
of 10,500 autographed photo- 
graphs of herself in a black net 
gown, which she sent to B.S.A. 
stockholders with the plea: 
“Please put my husband back 
as chairman.” 


For what incensed the stock- 
holders was the revelation of 
the many dodges by which the 
Dockers — and other business 
executives — seek to evade Bri- 
tain’s tough tax laws. 


Take the $24,000 worth of 
glad rags, including a sapphire 
mink stole, which Lady Docker 
wore at the recent opening of 
the Daimler showroom in Paris, 
for example. The bill for these 
was presented to the B.S.A. 
group as “expenses.” 


And the gold-plated Daimler 
with which Lady Docker used 
to sear the eyeballs of London- 
ers — this was an “expense” 
item, too. The same goes for the 
zebra-skin upholster Daimler 
and the silver-starred Daimler, 
both designed by Lady Docker. 


Most guests drove their cars 
to Grace Kelly’s wedding in 
Monte Carlo, but not the Dock- 
ers. They chartered two planes 
at a cost of $6,000 to have their 
Daimlers flown to Monaco. The 
cost was also written off as “ex- 
penses,”

Greatest Work 


Two hundred years ago in 
London, a man sat in the study 
of his Brook Street house... 
writing. A heavily built man in 


‘his middle fifties, he had hard- 


ly paused in his toil for over 
three weeks. The scattered 
sheets of music paper around 
him still bore traces of the sand 
with which they had been so 
hastily blotted. Even go” that 
hand could scarcely keep pace 
with the powerfully driving 
imagination, and the music 
notes leaned forward on the 
pages with an almost symbolic 
urgency. At one moment a ser- 
vant, tiptoeing in with a tray 
ef chocolate had Yound his mas- 
ter weeping. The tray was 
noiselessly placed on the table 
and the servant glanced at the 
page moistened with tears. Un- 
der the notes were written the 
words “He was despised and re- 


jected of men.” , 


Only twenty-four days earlier 


ally yet surely Handel designed 
his masterpiece. The omission 
of the traditional final minuet 
to the overture, and its replace- 
ment by the accompanied reci- 

tive “Comfort ye’ must have 
been completely “unexpected to 
audiences of his day. The await- 
ed entry of the chorus in “And 
the Glory of the Lord” adds to 
its dramatic effectiveness . . . 
It was a work apart — some in- 
ner urge had compelled him to 
write it. And so his last thought

other time in his career had he 
more need to recoup his finan- 
cial losses. He had, however, re- 
ceived an invitation from the 
Duke of Devonshire, then Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, to visit 
Dublin, and had been specially 
asked ‘to compose a new work 
to be performed for ‘charity. At 
that time all the principal musi- 
cal societies of Dublin gave their 
performances for charttable ob- 
jects, and Handel. therefore got 
in touch with the charity “for 
the benefit and enlargement of 
poor distressed prisoners for 
debt in the several marshalseag 
of the city of Dublin.” There ig 


‘something at once pathetic and 


inevitable that the bankrupt 


Handel should give his master.’ 


piece for his fellow-sufferera, 
for the crime of insolvency of. 
ten received the harshest pun- 
ishments in those days. But 
Messiah was rarely to be per- 
formed for Handel’s own bene- 
fit. It was his gift to the poor 
and oppressed of this world, 
And so in November 1741 Han- 
del set out on his journey to 
Dublin, staying at Chester until 
the winds became favourable 
for the crossing.
